incapable of Self-murder in Reputation, by ſo giddy, 
and flagrant a Proceeding. | 

On the Publication of Molloy's Libel, on Tueſday the 
4th of December, I wrote off to London, My Letters 
of ſaid Date did not arrive there until the 19th of ſaid 
Month, being Part of the Six Pacquets then due, from 
hence there; and an additional Delay was, that the Anſwer 
came not to hand until Zueſday the iſt of January, two 
Mails then due, from thence, here. The greater Part of 
the Interval from which Period to this, allowing for my 
other Buſineſs, has been diſagreeably taken up, in com- 

iling, and arranging the following Proofs of Molloy's 
boaſted Innocence; the remainder in printing it. 

The Accuſation of delaying the Reply being thus 

fairly accounted for, now to the Matter in queſtion.

Mr. Coates, who had ſeen Meſſrs Whitbread and Shew- 
ell Certificate of their being paid the full Sums charged 
to Molloy, by Hodges and Ranſom, for Caſks, ſaid, * Theſe 
_ © twelve, thirteen, or fourteen Pounds, was not an Over- 
charge; and that, as he was inform'd by Mr. Crump, Mol- 
6 had bought Caſks of an Under- gauge, which muſt be 
© cheaper than Cafks of the full Size, and therefore judged 
that Mr. Brown might be deceived by this, and think 
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© Hodges and Ranſom had overcharged in the Price of the 
2 This, Mr. Coates thought it his Duty to ex- 
plain, in Vindication of thoſe Gentlemen's Characters, 


which was his only View in what he ſaid, and not to aſ- 


perſe the Character of Molloy. Had he any Intention of 
that Kind, it was long in his Power to have divulged 


that Matter, but he never mention'd it to any one before, 


but to Molloy and his Uncle Browy, and that only when

Meſſrs * and Ranſom are not Correſpondents of 
Mr. Coates's, though he has occafionally done Buſineſs 
with them for me in my Abſence ; and herein acted in 
conſequence of his having always heard they were Men 


of Credit and good Character, and he thought it the 


Duty of every Man of common Humanity to ſet the 
Character of another in a true Light, when miſrepre- 
ſented, | 
In conſequence of the above Diſcourſe which happen d 
between Meſſrs Brown and Coates, I was call'd upon in 
ublick by them to declare what I knew of the Matter. 
I ſaid, that Mr. Whitbread told me that Molloy had 
bought ſecond-hand Butts, made up of old Water Caſks, 
which, ſo made up, were under the Jawful Gange. 
Thoſe he ſent in to Meſſrs Whitbread and Shewell, 
and gave Directions that they ſhou'd be fill'd with Beer, 
which they refuſed to do, *till he peremprorily bid them 
to fill them, and leave the reſt to him. | 
And further, Mr. Whitbread told me, that he had 
ſhipp'd ten of thoſe Butts on board the Richmond, An- 
drew Grout, Maſter, by the Orders of Molloy, and that 
ſaid ten Butts did not contain, by near a Barrel and a 
balf, as much as ten of his commmon Butts for Sale, 


out of which theſe were fill'd. 


To prove this Fact (however ungrateful the extorted 
Taſk be) I think it not amiſs for the Information of the 
Publick, to ſhew what the lawful Srandard is. |

T Samuel Whitbread, of the City of London, Brewer, 

and Copartner with Thomas Shewell, ſold, at ſeveral 
Times, a conſiderable Quantity of Porter- beer, deli- 
ver'd in Butt and Hogſhead Caſks to Meſſrs Hodges and 
Ranſom, Merchants in London, who inform'd me they 
confign d the ſame to Mr. Dominick Molloy, of the City 
of Dublin, Merchant, under the Sanction of his Uncle 
Mr. Valentine Brown, of the ſame Place, Brewer, and 
ſhew'd me a Letter of Credit Mr, Brows had ſent them 
to the amount of zeo J. in behalf of his Nephew Mr. 
Dominick Molloy, and did often tell me the Conſideration 
they charged for being Middle- men, was very ſmall, and not 
equivalent to the Riſque, and therefore offer'd me to ac- 
cept of it, and take the ſaid Mr. Molloy and Mr. Brown 
as Principals, which J as Yew abſolutely refuſed, and 
told them wou'd rather decline the Trade, than turn it 
Into that Channel. But another Circumſtance interrupt- 
ed this Commerce, which was Mr. Molloy's Journey to 
London about the Month of May laſt, whom, during his 
Stay here, I had the favour of ſeeing very often at my 
Houle, and being acquainted that the Beer in general he 
had received from us, had given ſuch great Satisfaction, 
that he was ſure to outdo any Perſon in Dublin in vending 
that Article, 3 I wou'd continue it as good as 
uſaal, for he ſaid it was equal to, if not better, than any 
imported there, and that to be ſure he ſhou'd vend at 
leaſt 2,000 Barrels a Year. And a high Teſtimony of 
ſome Part of this Fact remains under Mr. Molloy's own 
band ia a Letter wrote and directed to me in London, 
and now in the Hands of Mr. 70h» Crump, Merchant, in 

Dublin, and which I give him leave to uie as he pleaſes; 
nor had 1 mention'd this Circumſtance, but becauſe Mr. 
Molloy, ſince he cou d not have our Beer, has done his 
B ao Endeavour 
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Endeavour to lower the Reputation of it; and therefore, 


in Juſtice to myſelf, have diſcover d it. I aſſured Mr, 
Molloy, ſo long as we had Thoughts of dealing, that the 


Commodity ſhou'd be continued as good as uſual, and 


treated him as a Gentleman, a Stranger, and ſuch a con- 
fiderable Porter-Merchant, might expect. But he had 


not been here long, before he told me he could buy Por- 
ter- Beer cheaper. I told him I believed fo, bur it muſt 


be brew'd e However, he ſaid It was a 


good Commodity he wanted, he was well ſatisfy d with 


ours, and ſhould ſeek no further; Mr. Molloy likewiſe 


told me he thought Meſſrs Hadges and Ranſom over- 


charged him on the Caſks being at the rate of 22 Per 
Butt, and 11 5. the Hogſhead. I anſwer'd, we charged 


them ſo, and I here repeat it, as ae >) — — N ;

buy cheaper; I told him I deſired no Profit from them; 


if he wou'd buy, and pay for them, himſelf, I wou'd 


recommend him to a Cooper we uſed, and accordingly -

good Butt-Caſk under 21 5. Mr, Molloy ſought further, 


and ſaid, had Caſks offer d him by principal Coopers at

neſs was to look to their Quality. But I never heard that 


Mr. Molloy did buy any nem Butts during his ſtay here,

was this, Mr. Molloy got Intelligence of one Mr. Richard 


and the Converſation about them dropt, a 


Bowell, Cooper at Shad-Thames, who had a Parcel 


ſecond-hand Butt-Caſks to fel}, and Mr. Molloy agreed for 


twenty at 14/. and upon payment Zowell received only 


13 J. 10 f. of which 10 s. was Cartage. I told Mr. Molloy. 
thought he did not ſee his own latereſt, in purchaſing 
ſuch 4 %% as they cou'd be nothing better than Caſks ' 


made out of old Butts that had carried Water to Sea, muſt 


be exceeding thin, and, I fear'd, wou'd not bear a 
Voyage without conſiderable Leakages, and, from their 
having been Water-Caſks, wou'd infalliby. damage the - 
Beer, and then the Fault wou'd be laid on the Brewer, 


He anſwer'd, I muſt fill them, and leave the reſt to him. 


And one very bad Circumſtance there was, which I then 


was a Stranger to, but afterwards detected, and was, that 
theſe Caſks were Short-Gauge, that is, leſs than 108 Gal- 
lons Beer-meaſure according to the Standard of London, 


and how much leſs will appear by the Teſtimony of my 


Cooper, 


. 

Cooper, and alſo by the Teſtimony of Richard Bowel, 
Cooper, who ſold the ſaid Caſks to Mr. Molloy. It may 
be very eaſily remember'd by Mr. John Crump, Merchant, 
in Dublin, that in his, and other Company, at my own 

Table about the latter End of May laſt, I related to him the 
Tranſaction of Mr, Molloy's concerning the old Caſks, 
and told him I believed they wanted nigh a Barre] and 
half on Ten Zurrs, and faid he had been greatly deceived 
in his Bargain, and how much I perſuaded him againſt 
jt, but cou'd not prevail, Theſe Butts came to my Hands 
by Mr. Molloy's own Order from Richard Bowell, and 
being paid for by Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom, and a Diſ- 
pute happening between them and Mr. Molloy, they 
order'd me to retain theſe Caſks for their Uſe, as they did 
not chuſe to enlarge his Account, being already very | 
high, and therefore theſe Caſks were fill'd, and Ten of 

them ſhipp'd on board the Richmond, Andrew Grout, 
Maſter,” 25th of May laſt, and the other were ſhipp'd 
on board the Union, William Edwards, 5th of June 
laſt, and all to the Account of Meſſrs Hodges and 
Ranſom, and, as they inform'd me, conſign'd by them 
to Mr. Fohn Crump, Merchant, in Dublin, and the 
ſaid Hodges and Ranſom were allow'd by us for 100 
Gallons of Beer, fifty of which, ten of the ſaid Caſks 
were found wanting, and the other fifty we allow'd for 
what we imagined the other might want. What I know 
of the Diſpute between Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom, is, 
that Mr. Molloy came into the Compting-houſe of Part- 
ner, and ſelf, ſome time in May laſt, we being both pre- 
ſent, and ſaid he defired to ſee Meſſrs Hodges and Ran- 
ſom's Account with us. I perſwaded him not to inſiſt on 
a thing ſo contrary to the Nature of Trade. He appear'd 
very angry, and ſaid he wou'd, and infiſted on it then. 
I very plainly faid he ſhou'd not, but wou'd ſo far oblige 
him to go to Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom, and talk with 
them about it. He 5 this; for I being detain'd 
in writing a Letter, he was there before me ; and when 
Mr. Hodges told me he had ſeen Mr. Molloy, and acquaint- 
ed him with the Price they paid us, being 64. per Barrel 
leſs than they charged him, and 1 5. leſs upon a Cargoe 
of 30 Barrels, and further told him if he dd not approve 
of the Terms, he might look for other Credit, For he 
thought what they charged was very reaſonable, confider- 
ing the Credit my him and his Uncle. Upon this Mr. 


Molloy refuſed to pay his Account, which Mr. Hodges 


ſhew'd me was upwards of 300 J. Iriſb, except an Abate- 
e ment, 
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ment, of 6 d. per Barrel, was made upon all ever ſold 
him, and 15. upon 30 Barrels. Meſſrs Hodges and Ran- 
ſom afterwards agreed to make the ſaid Abatement, pro- 
vided they might receive the Ballance. But by the laſt 
Mail they are adviſed that Mr. Molloy, and his Uncle 
Mr. Brown, both. deny to pay their Debt, and ſome time 
fince made a very extraordinary Charge againſt Meſſrs 
Hodges and Ranſom, which ſeems to me, to be calculated 
only to detain their Money, and to force them into a 
Law-ſuit which is already commenced to put them to 

reat Charges, But this extraordinary Charge I am in- 

rm'd the World will have publiſh'd to judge of. Af- 
ter this Diſpute Mr. Molloy wrote to me to deliver his 
Orders of Beer to Meſſts Blake and Quin. I wrote him 
an Anſwer, I did not chuſe to ſend him any Beer but 
through Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom. He afterwards 
call'd at my Houſe, and miſs'd me; and another Day 
follow'd me eighteen Miles from London, but was too 
late to ſee me. I apprehended this Errand was again to 
try to ſettle a Correſpondence with Partner, and ſelf, and 
therefore I once more wrote him Word, we ſhou'd not 
ferve him but through our old Principals. Then he re- 
tired to Dublin, and there, I am inform'd, got no Credit 
from the Bargain of old Caſks, being ſold as wanting Mea- 
ſure by Mr. Cramp. And as ſuch a Trade wou'd be in- 
jurious to the Publick, Mr. Molloy, in vindication of him- 
ſelf, has publiſh'd a Pamphlet, and therein, very _— 
treated Meflrs Hodges and Ranſom, and others concern d 
for their Intereſt, inſtead of paying their juſt Debt. I 
now find it was to get help in this Vindication, that a 
Gentleman call'd on me one Morning in November laſt, 
whom I know not, defiring ſome Intelligence as to ſome 
Cafks Mr. Molloy, of Dublin, bought when in London; 
and he enquired this at the requeſt of Mr. Val. Brown in 
a Letter which he ſhew'd me Part of, I told him I did 
adviſe Mr. Molloy to take other Steps as to his Caſks, and 
rook him to a Cooper, but be went upon his 23 
ment; and I further told him there had been a Difference 
between Mr. Molloy and the Merchants which did not 
concern me, and that was all I had to ay, Expecting, in 
Vindication of my Friends (and not my Relations) 
Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom, I ſhou'd ſoon be call'd upon 
to give a full Account of all FranſaQtions with Mr. Domi- 
nick Molloy, that have come to my Knowledge, which 
I have here done, and do declare I have not one Farthing

Name, ) and at the End of fix Months would be punctu- 
ally paid by Mr. rows. Sure if Mr. Zrows bad recom- 
mended this Lad to me, as one intitled to any Credit on 
his owes Security, or if I bad even known any thing of 
bim, or his having a good Character, I wou'd not 
have mention d Mr, Fromm being Security for ſuch a 
Trifle. But as he conſtantly chuſes to relate matters his 
own Way, without having the leaſt Regard to Facts, 
he ſets out in a Stile of Conſequence, (p. 4.)

< ſtanding, from Mr. 2rowy, that I intended honing 
largely in the Importation of London-Porzey, .as- I

concern in the Trade. The Truth of which I ſubmit 
to thoſe who knew him at that Period, for I proteſt I 
did not, further than ſeeing him once, or twice, at his

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not of the leaſt Conſequence in 1748, but that it was im- 
flible for me to have merited the flattering Title of 
is ſuppoſed Friend, which he is ſo kind as to honour me 
with. Shortly after the Arrival of this Cargoe, Mr. 
Brows wrote to Hodges and Ranſom, furniſhing a Credit 
for Molloy, on which they continued to ſhip until Au- 
uſt, 1149. In the very beginning of this Month Mr. 
Brown call'd on, and told me, he was much diffatisfy'd 
with the Conduct of Molloy, (the Particulars of this Con- 
verſation, baſe as he is, I am {till tender enough of him 
not to relate) and hoped he did not owe much to Meflrs 
Hodges and Ranſom. I anſwer'd, that was his Buſineſs, 
who was Guarantee for him to thoſe Gentlemen. He 
reply'd, that he had given him a Credit for 300 J. but if 
their Dealings exceeded that Sum, (which he fear'd was 
the Caſe) he did not look upon himſelf as Guarantee. 
I was not a little ſhock'd at this unexpected Diſcourſe of 
Mr. Brown's, whom I had look'd upon as a Man of Inte- 
grity and Principle, and told him I thought this was 
treating my Friends extreamly ill: Firſt, to give 4 Credit 
to his Nephew (who he told me had not a Shilling but 
his dependance on him, ) and then to be ſenſible of a 
further dealing, and not to check, or guarantee it, was 
ſuch baſe Treatment as I hoped he could not be guilty of. 
In vain was my Remonſtrance. I could obtain no other 
Anſwer than the former. The 5th of Auguſt, I wrote 
the Subſtance of Mr. Brows's Converſation to Hodges 
and Ranſom, (I did not give the Letter to be copy'd in 
my Book, leſt it ſhould come to the Knowledge of m 
Clerk,) that Molhoy's Uncle refuſed to be his Security, 
So careful was I, at that time, of the leaſt Circumſtance 
that might hurt his Reputation. In conſequence of this 
Letter I received the following Anſwer,

SNN ours of the 1oth current have yours of the 5th,

I can't ſee how this Letter can ply be reconciled 
to Juſtice, or Truth; Mr. Zrows having told me in the 
Beginning of Auguſt, that he had been obliged to ſuſ- 
pend this Man trom his Bufineſs ; which, I ſuppoſe, was 
the Cauſe of the Coolneſs from his Uncle to him, com- 
plain'd of in p.8. And at the End of the ſame Month 
recommends him to thoſe People as a ſafe Man, in 
hopes to ſlide him off his own Hands upon them; which, 
upon Reflection, is far from having the Face of fair Deal- 
ing, However this Scheme did not take, and they 
thought this Letter wanted an Explanation, and drew 
for that Part of the Account then due, and wrote to Mr, 
Brown as follows.

Even in this Letter he can't omit adviſing them to no- 
tice his former, that they will be ſafe at worſt, in 
dealing with Molloy. | 

On this new Credit a further Dealing continued until 
May, 17 . I was then in London, and Mr. Molloy 
complain'd to me of Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom's charging 
him 6 d. in the Barrel more, than they pay d the Brewers 
for the Beer ſhipp'd for him. I waited on Hodges and 
Ranſom, who acknowledged. they bad charged him 6 d. 
per Barrel, for they would not ſtand Middle-men for 
People in another Kingdom, for a bare Commiſſion with- 
out a Premium. That they pay'd the Brewer the ſame 
Price, viz. 195. 6 d. per Barrel for ſome Parcels ſhipp'd 
for their own Account, and offer'd to continue the ſame, 
if they would riſque the Debt, as appears by the Brewer's 
Affidavit. If the Brewers had cloſed with this Propoſal, 
Molloy muſt then have paid 19s, 6d. but the Brewers 
come with another. Propoſal, and offer to them thoſe 
Six-pences of their known and ſtated Price, as a Premium 
for their Riſque, which amounts to 1 2. They further 
added, that the known Premiums here on Goods, ſold to 
Men with a viſible Fortune of five Times the Sum of Mr, 
Brown's reputed one (to thoſe who ſtood the Middle-

on freely, without regard to either Parties, and it ſhould be 
decifive, My Opinton was, that every Perſon, who had 
a Commiſion for tranſacting Buſineſs, ought ro furniſh 
his Employer with tne firſt Coſt of the Commodity, and 
all other Charges under their proper Heads. If they had 
charged them the 6 d. per Barrel for Inſurance, this would 
leave it in the Power of their Employers either to diſcount 
the Time, or Pay the Inſurance. But as they had not 
made it a regular Charge, I did not think them intitled 
to it. On which, without the leaſt Heſitation, they de- 
fired I would fend him to pay his Account, and they 
would ſtrike off the Six-pences ; but ſaid they would be

This Ballance, which he makes blank, is ſtill due to 
Hodges and Ranſom. We ee 
I acquainted. Molloy with this, who then ſeem'd to 
be very well fatisfy'd. In a Day or two after Molloy 
had been at the Brewers, and found he could get no 
er from them, unleſs through Hodges and Ran- 
mx I. met him, and aſk'd if he had been with the 
People, and paid them their Ballance : To which he 
an{wer'd, that he had another Charge againſt them, vis. 
That they had charged 14 or 15 J. over in the Caſks ſent 
him. At his Requeſt, I alſo waited on them on this Af- 
fair. They afſyred me they had pay'd every Shilling of 
this Charge to the Brewer, as appears by his Affidavit, 
and would not-abate a Penny of it. When I acquainted 
Molloy of this, his Anſwer was, until they made that 
Abatement, he would not pay them a Shilling ; and if 
they did not comply, he would print his Caſe, and ſet 
forth what Rogyes they were to the World. So this favou- 
rite Scheme is of elder Date than the Publick imagines, 
and does not owe its Birth to the Diſpute on the gth of No- 


. vember 
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vember laſt. From this honeſt Reſolution, appears his 
not defiring a Reconcilement with 25 * and Ranſom, 


which could only be done by paying the Ballance, which, 
according to his Uncle's 2 Way of writing, 
might probably ſwallow up the Value of his Lerter of 
Credit on Blake and Quin. Being ſhut entirely out 
of all Proſpect of getting the Beer, which he could de- 
pend on, from Mr. Whirbread, he call'd on me, and 
told me, he had no Bufineſs home, without Peer. 
That tho' Blake and Quin wou'd be his Security, he 
cou'd not prevail on Mhitbread to deal with him; and 
begg d, if I knew any other noted Brewer, that I would 
introduce him. I aſſured him I was not perſonally ac- 
quainted with any, He then told me he had the Names 
of two, or three, noted Brewers, viz. the Calverts, 
Mr. Croſs, and Alderman Calvert, and he would 
take it as a particular Favour if I would go with him, 
As I was ready to do him every Favotr in my Power in 
regard to his Uncle, I went with him to Meſſrs Calvert 
and Seward, who, from their Conduct in this Affair, 
ſnew to be Men of Honour and Truth, and not to be 
biaſs'd by the mean Temptation which this Youth threw 
in their Way, as appears by the following Affidavit. 


TOHN CRUMP, of the City of Dublin, Merchant, 
came this Day before me, and made Oath on the 
Holy Evangeliſts, that on or about the Middle of May 
laſt, at the earneſt Requeſt of Dominick, Molley, he went 
with bim to the Houle of Meſſts Calvert and Seward, 
where ſaid Molloy told them he came to taſte their Beer, 
and know the Terms on which they fold it, or Words to 
that Purpoſe, One of the Gentlemen a{F'd hi 
where he lived? On his anſwering in Dublin, he te- 
Ply'd, that he was forry he cou'd not deal with him, for 
that there were two Perſons to, whom they ſent cheir 
Beer in that Place, and while they continued to trad 
with them, they did not chuſe to let 0 any other Per lin. 
Said Molloy aſk d bim the Names of the two Perfons th 
v hom they ſem their Beer. They told him Mr. Sepher- 
ſon and Mr. Paten; to which faid Aollay immediately 
anſwer'd, that if he liked their Beer and Price, that he 
ſhould be able to take more of it than they both; that 
if the Beer happen'd to pleaſe, he, wou'd, take 3,c00 Bar- 
rels a Lear; 15 as to Mr. Stephenſon he wis leaving off 


the Porrer-Trade, or Words to that Effect. One of the 
Gentlemen faid, he was ſurprized at that, for, 10m

Srephenſon, that he had not intimated any ſuch Intention 
to them, but, on the contrary, had order d a fmall Parcel 
of Beer to be ſhipp'd. Me. Molloy told them that might 
de for ſome particular Uſe, but continued to aſſure them 
what he related was Fack (or Words to that * on 
As | had never heard that Mr. Stephenſon (to whom 
was a much nearer Neighbour than ſaid Molloy) had any 
Deſign to quit the Porter-Trade, I walk'd out of the 
Compting houle, and waited for ſaid Molloy at the Street- 
Door; he was after me in a few Minutes: He then re- 
quetted I wou'd go with him, either to Mr. Cross, 
or Alderman Calvert's; I defired he would ſtep into the 
Coach; when there, aſk'd him what Authority he had 
for ſay ing Mr. Stephenſon was leaving off thePorter-Trade ? 
He fig he had heard it. I afk'd him, from whom ? 
To which he reply d, he was ſure he would get the Beer 
by it, for they hag! taken down his Name and Addreſs, 
or Words to that Effect. I ſtill infifted he ſhou'd tell me 
his Authority, but cou'd obtain no other Anſwer. I told 
bim I was well acquainted with Mr. Stephenſon, and if 
this Affair ſhou'd ever come to his Knowledge, I was 
convinced he wou'd uſe him as ſuch an apparent Piece of 
Injuſtice deferved. 5 | 
And this Deponent further faith, for his own Satisfac- 
tion he has fince aſk'd Mr. Stephenſon if he gave any 
Reaſon for ſuch a Report. He ſaid, he never 54 and 
wanted to know my Reaſon ; which I only told, was to 
ſatisfy myſelf, that I had heard it ſaid, but wou'd take 
care to contradict it, and this without ever mentioning 
Molly's Name, 
And this e further ſaith, that when he had

From this Time I became cautious of the Man, and 
had no Communication with him during my ſtay in Lon- 
don, but had the fayour of a Letter from him, dated

from his Lodgings the ſame Day; but ſculk'd about in 
London ſome Days after. 

This great and important Porter-Merchant's Tran faction 
(who promiſed to take 3,000 Barrels from one, and 
2,c00 from another) during his ſtay in London, as 2 
pears from his own Cooper's and Brewers Clerk's Affida- 
vits, amounted to no more than the purchaſing forty old 
Hogſheads, and twenty-five old Butts, (for it ſeems he 
did not chuſe to deal in ne ones) and left his Orders 
to have them fitFd with Beer. | 

A Day or two before | left London, I dined with the 
Brewer (to the beſt of my Knowledge it was the 26th of 
May, for I left London the 28th) who then told me 
the Affair concerning the Badneſs of the Caſks, and their 
being under the lawful Gauge, and ſhew'd me two Let- 
ters they had from Molloy defiring them to call for Pay- 
ment of the Beer ſhipp'd on board the Richmond to 
Blake and Ouin, in which were ten of thoſe old Butts 
_ Bowel} that wanted near a Barrel and half to fill 
tnem. 

On my Arrival in Dublin, which was about the 6th of 
June, I had a Viſit from Meſſrs Brom and Molloy. But, 
previous to this, the Richmond had arrived, and Mr. 
Molloy could not be ignorant that his Correſpondents, 
Blake nor Quin, had not paid for the Beer. But leſt he 
ſhould give that as an Excuſe for his Behaviour hereafter ;

lt is plain that this Gentleman had examin'd Grour, 
who was Captain of the Richmond, and found * _ 
riende, 
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Friends, Blake and Quin, had not paid for the Beer, 
by the Bill of Lading being to Hodges and Rayſom. — 
Wherher this was a nice Stroke of his, or his Uncle's 
Politicks to get into the People's Debt 120 J. more than 
the Uncle was guarantee for, I can't tell. : 

But how much Mr. Mojloy intended acting according 
to the Tenor of his Letter will ſhortly appear. ; 

Mr. Brown aſkd me if I had the Bill of Lading of 
the Porter ſhipp'd on board the Richmond? I told him 
I had, with orders to deliver it to him, or Molloy, if he 
would pay or accept a Bill which Hodges and Ranſom 
drew on him for 200 J. Molloy put in his Word, and ſaid 
Hodges and Ran/om had nothing to ſay to this Cargoe 
(thoꝰ but a few Days before he wrote the above Letter) for 
that he had paid for the ten Butts out of his own Pocket, 
and order d B}ake and Quin to pay the remainder ; which 
he was confident they had done. 

Mr. Brown's Arguments were, that the poor Boy had 
been extremely ill uſed by Hodges and Ranſom, and that 
he bought the ſame Kind of Catks, from Coopers in Lon- 
don, for 13 5. each, that they charged him at the Rate of 
22 $. I 1aid I was ſorry to find his Nephew attempted ſo 
groſs an Impoſition on him, and related the Brewers Story 
to me, concerning thoſe Caſks, in the Preſence of Molloy, 
who never deny'd a fingle Circumſtance of it. Mr. 
Brown renew'd his Solicitations, and ſaid, he hoped 
that my Friendſhip for him would induce me to give this 
Cargoe up to the poor Boy, who, as he had given out 
amongſt his Cuſtomers, the Beer was come to him, and 
order de the Caſks to be mark'd D. M. it might prejudice 
the Boy in his Trade, and hurt his Reputation. I told 
him the way to prevent it was very eaſy; that he was 
fenfible his Credit to Hodges and Ranſom was but 300 J. 
which Sum he was then in their Debt; that any frivolous 
or groundleſs Pretence of an Over-charge of 14 or 15 J. on 
Caſks, did not intitle him to keep 300 J. of the People's 
Money ; and unleſs he paid the 200. which had been 
due ſome time, and for which I had their Bill on him, 
I could not act fo baſely as to give up the People's Pro- 
perty, in violation of the Confidence repoſed in me. 
Molloy not finding his Uncle intended to pay the 200 J. 
began to change his Note; that the Caſks were his, 
Mipp'd by his Orders, paid for by Blake and Quin, 
mark'd with his Name, and that if I did not give them up, 
he would, that Inſtant, take out a Replevin; that there 
was allo included in the Bill of Lading, a ſmall Parcel of 


Hoops, 
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Hoops, which he bought, and was preſent when ZJake 
and Quin paid the Money for them; and if I doubred his 
Word, would lay me ten Guineas to one it was fact; I 
aſk'd him if he could produce any Voucher for Blake 
and Qui ns having pay'd for any of thoſe Articles, or if 
he could ſhew Receipts, I was ready and willing to give 
them up, or any Thing under the Hand of the Brewer 
that they ſhipp'd thoſe Goods for his Account, or pro- 
miſed to take with Blake and Quin for the Payment. 
But as to his Word I was ſorry I could not have the leaſt 
Dependance on that. His Uncle defiring to know my 
Reaſon, I was obliged to relate, in Molloy's Prelence, 
the Contents of my Affidavit; to which good Mr. Brown 
made no other Reply, than, what would I have the 
poor Boy do, when he was uſed ſo ill by Hodges and 
Ranſom, and diſappointed of Beer by Whitbread and 
Shewell ? for his — he could not blame him. 

[ was amazed to hear the Man, I had ſome Opinion of, 
make uſe of ſuch an Expreſſion, as I thought it fo ſtrong- 
ly argued the Defire he had of his Nephew's getting 
Money, without being the leaſt concern'd about the Juſt- 
neſs of the Means. I then peremptorily refuſed doing 
any thing without the 200 J. Molloy went off in a vio- 
lent Paſſion, and his Uncle alſo (though naturally a 
cool Man) in no ſmall. Flurry: And his partin 
Words were, That he wou'd ſpend an hundred Pounds 
to do his Nephew Juſtice. They apply'd (as Mr. 
Bros ſince inform'd me) to Mr. Bale mple the Attor- 
ney, who had more Honeſty and Knowledge in his Pro- 
feſſion, than to adviſe them to replevin Goods for which 
they had no Proof for the Payment of a Shilling towards, 
nor Invoice, nor Bill of Lading of them to produce. 
The next Day Mr. Bromm came back, his Tune quite 
turn'd, (for he can weep, and turn, and turn and weep 
again, and- ſtill go on, as his Intereſt leads) and now, 
from the violent Steps he had reſolved the Day before, 
began in his ſmooth,, ſighing Strain: Dear Johnny, 
das M am ſure I always had the greateſt Regard for you, 

© I hope you'll not endeavour to hurt this poor Boy, by 
* expoſing thoſe Casks on the Quay when landed, I 
aſſured him, if he had never ſpoke in Molloys Behalf, 
I had no ſuch Intention, | 

But ſach is this Gentleman's Doubts. and Fears of 
Mankind, that, to the beſt of my Knowledge, he came 
to remind me, the very Day they were to be landed 

when I, at ſome Expence, and —— vHoad order'd 


them 
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them home, and never mention'd a Word of it to Man- 
kind, but to Mr. Coates, and that, to the beſt of my 
Knowledge, in Preſence of Mr. Brown and his Nephery. 
Had I the leaft Inclination to hurt this Man's Reputa- 
tion in the Eyes of the World, could I defire fairer Op. 
portunities than thoſe he furmiſh'd me with. Firſt, by 
acquainting Mr. Stephenſon of his baſe Deſigns on his 
Trade; and next, to let thoſe taventy Butts lie on the 
205 and point him out for the ufamy. But fo far was 

rom defiring to expoſe innocent and undeſigning 
Molloy, that neither of thoſe Facts ever tranſpired rhro? 
me, io any Man in this Kingdom, but to Mr. Coates, 
Brown, and his Nephewv, and, to the beſt of my Know- 
ledpe, when they were all preſent. 
In the Month of July Meſſrs Hodges and Ranſom wrote 
and drew a Bill on Mr. Prows, or his Nephew, for 200 J. 
and. defired if Mr. Brown would not accept, or pay it, 
to arreſt them. This Bill my Clerk went with for Ac- 
ceptance, and met Molloy, who ſaid, he could do or 1 
until Mr. Brown came mn. Therefore the Bill was left. 
And Mr. Brown told me, the next Day, that, for his 
Part, he intended to do every Thing in the moft ami- 
cable Manner; and that he would make his Nephew 
draw out the Charge he had againſt Hodges and Ranſom, 
and if they ſarisfy'd him it was not a fair Charge, the 
Baliance ſhould be paid; and alſo deſired the Bill might 
lie over without proteſting, until they received an An- 
ſwer from Hodges and Ranſom. However, the Uncle and

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I ſhall here trouble my Readers with a few Remarks 
on this Account. 

The Articles in this Account, teſtifyd by Meflrs Whir- 
bread and Shewell, are ſufficiently proved, therefore ſhall 
not trouble you on this Head. ; | 
The Second Article is 8 J. 105. which he modeſtly 
charges for their Kindneſs to lend him 13 J. 16s. 

The gert is a Maſter-piece : 3 J. for the Infarance of 
his ten ſecond-hand Butts, which coſt 6J. 155. For, as 
to the reſt of the Cargoe, it is plain he diveſts himſelf of 
all Right and Title to it, Firſt, by his Letter of the zd 
of June; and next, by not being able to produce Re- 
ceipt or Bill of Lading; and, laſtly, is charging 
Hodges and Ranſom Brokerage on the four ſubſequent 
Atticles. But, however, as I will nor difcourage this 
young Man in fo laudable an Undertaking, will try how 
that Charge would ſtand againſt the wholeCargoe, which, 
including the Hoops, did not amount to 125 J. This 
Tranſaction was in the Month of May, and the Goods

Which of the three wonderful Geniuſes, Meſſrs Brown, 
Molloy, or Bernard Sherin, Clerk and Cooper to ſaid 
Malloy, had the Honour of compiling this more than 
mercantile Account, which, in Aſter-times, may ſerve 
as a Precedent, and be of great Ule to all young Men 
with aſpiring Faculties, great Aſſurance, and no Fortune;
